THE AMERICAN FEDERATION OF LABOR AND 


POLITICS 


Tlic voie 01 the delegates at the recent convention 


"'of the American Federation of Labor committing the 
Federation to its historic policy of refraining from ac- 
tion as a political party, is undoubtedly wise for this 
country. As a political organization, labor has not been 
very effective. "Whenever Mr. Gompers has gone into 
a Congressional district to defeat a candidate who was 
especially hostile to labor, he has usually come cut sec- 
ond best. Many years ago he made a campaign against 
Congressman Littlefield in Maine, and was badly de- 
feated. He has had other experiences. Labor is much 
stronger in the economic than it is in the political field. 


This does not mean that this will always be the wise 


course for labor to pursue. If ever the time comes, and 
it seems to be approaching, when the bloc system be- 
comes as general in American as in European politics, 
it may be wise for labor to enter the political field. Then 
a bloc which contains enough members to upset a gov- 
ernment in control may easily unite with other blocs 
and get a very much larger political return than it can 
hope to get now. 


Then, again, in the United States, labor does not 


constitute so dominating an element in the population 
as in older countries. At best, it is but a small fraction 
of the voting population. To set up in every district, or 
even in districts in which the labor element is most nu- 
merous, a labor candidate, the result undoubtedly would 
be a ve^y pitiful showing. Members of labor unions are 
not at all as united as they seem. Their first love is not 
always labor politically. Among laboring men, there 
are those who are strongly in favor of prohibition, and 
they would never follow Mr. Gompers in a wet cam- 
paign. There are those who by inheritance and tradi- 
tion are either Republicans or Democrats, and it would 
take more than a labor issue to swerve them from their 
political moorings. 


As yet, labor in this country has no such following 


of intellectuals as it has in Europe. It has not wel- 
comed them, and when they have been received it was 
always with a little suspicion. The continuance of that 
attitude on the part of labor leaders will make an ad- 
Tent into politics very precarious. The strength of En- 
glish labor is on such leadership as that of Ramsay Mac- 
donald and Philip Snowden and others of that class. 
With a wide knowledge of the economic bases of society, 
they are able to lead in the intricate problems which 
naturally face labor when it acts in the political field. 


The more radical elements in the ranks of labor, in 


th^s matter, are theoretical rather than practical. They 
are undoubtedly much more idealistic in their aims, but 
they overlook the fact that a straight line is not always 
the shortest distance between two points. They mean 
•well, but their aims would miscarry much more fre- 
quently than they would win. 


"Whether those who are now in control of the 


American Federation of Labor have thought it out. or 
whether it is a matter of instinct or heredifary policy.— 
in either case they have made the wise decision. The 
miners in Pennsylvania could never have gotten po- 
litically what the}* have gotten by collective bargaining. 
And the same is true in many other sections of the labor 
world.

We not^ that Senator Pomercne lias filed with tho 


Interstate Commerce Commission, permission and appli- 
cation to serve a munber of railroads as general and di<- 
trict counsel. This i*; taken as evidence that Senator 
Pomerene ha? fully determined to retire from public 
life. We do not know of any reason necessarily why 
one who is an attorney for the railroads should not IK- 
permitted to enter and even continue in pnbli^ life. 
There is no siHi reason, inherently, in the theory of the 
matter. But the difficulty must lie in the fact that the 
public service i> made subservient to his local service. 


The truth i=; that in the case of Senator Pomercne.
